DALLAS, May 19. 


Declaring there is "no half 
way house'* on the i"oad to 
national sobriety, the tem- 
perance committee of the 
! Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, today called upon the 
general public and the press 
to join with the church in 
the fight for temperance, 


"Today there is a serious chal- 


lenge to prohibition as a principle 
and a policy," the report said, "The 
Issue is joined. Shall the outlawed 
saloon be restored to its former 
place, the clearing house for 
the 


forces of unrighteousness? By its 
patronage of every vice that de- 
grades, the saloon invited destruc- 
tion. It now asks to come back 
under an alias. The only alterna- 
tive to prohibition is the 
saloon. 


Those who imagine there Is some 
half way house are deceiving them- 
selves. 
''We declare our enlistment 
for 


the war against the drink habit. 
We will never surrender the 
ad- 


vance made for national sobriety. 
"VVe appeal to the American press, 
powerful agency in making public 
sentiment, to consecrate its power 
to upholding respect for this and 
all laws. To aid in pushing back 
the tide of law 
defiance 
which 


threatens to sweep away that re- 
spect for law which is the life of 
the republic."

Cleveland, one of the first of the 
country's loading cities to submit 
its census report to Washington, 
has a population of 897,458, census 
supervisors a n n o u n c e d today. 
Greater Cleveland, which includes 
all of Cuyahoga county, caught a 
largo overflow of growth from the 
city proper and grew to 1,197,818. 


While Greater 
Cleveland 
was 


showing a percentage increase of 
26.76 from the 1920 pupolation of. 
943,495, the city 
itself 
found 
'a 


growth hardly half as rapid from 
its previous total of 706,841, with 
12.63 per cent. 
Actual growth was 


100,617 and 254,323 respeceively. 


Shifting of urban population to 


suburbs due to natural migration 
and abandoning of large downtown 
housing areas to make room for 
business and transportation facili- 
ties was ascribed as the reason for 
smaller gains in the city.

At the same time, the court re- 


versed tho district court and court 
of civil appeals and dismissed the 
case styled J. W. Nicholson vs. Ed- 
gar Scurry from Wichita county, 
cotesting the right of the county 
democratic executive committee to 
oust Nicholson and 12 others from 
membership on the committee be- 
cause they bolted the domocrtic 
presidential nominees in 1928. 


Holdings in Nicholson Case. 


In the .Nicholson case the 
su- 


preme court held that the district 
court should have sustained 
the 


general demurrer of the executive 
committe to tho petition of Nichol- 
son. It also held the court of civil 
appeals for the second district er- 
red in not sustaining the general 
demurrer. 


The opinion stated that Nichol- 


eon had no justifiable cause 
lor 


action. 


Nicholson was a member of the 


committee and chairman of Pre- 
cinct 17. He was barred by 
the 


committee on Sept, 4, 1928, when he 
refused to take the pledge to sup- 
port the party's presidential nomi- 
nees. 
' He was granted a temporary in- 
junction in the district court at 
'Wichita Falls restraining the com- 
mittee fro#i executing the resolu- 
tion to bar him.

•was reveised by the court of civil

the adjournment, and there is talk 
in some administration circles of 
winding things up immediately— 
except for the treaty. 


The situation hinges on the ta- 


riff. 
That contest depends on. the 


decision of the senate on the reso- 
lution of Senator Smoot, republi- 
can .Utah, asking that senate con- 
ferees on the tariff 
be released 


from their promise not to recede 
from the senate coalition amend- 
ments for the export debenture and 
the legislative flexible provision. 


If the tariff can be disposed of 


next week, some leaders favor im- 
mediate adjournment, sending the 
rivers and harbors bill over to 
December session and leaving 
treaty contest for a special 
sion of the senate to be called 
mediately. 


Long Debate Ahead 


Th alternative program, calling 


for a session lasting until all three 
propositions 
are 
finally 
settled, 


means at least another month of 
debate. 
Democratic leaders who 


are preparing

adjournment within a month.

Brady stabbed Miss 
Highsmith 


about midnight of last Nov. 9, 
using a long bladed knife. 
He 


plead insanity caused by excessive 
indulgence in alcohol at his first 
trial, 
which 
ended 
in 
a 
hung 


jury. It was reported nine jurors 
favored a death penalty, two life 
imprisonment and one acquittal. 
The case was brought here on 
a change of venue. 


The jury took five ballots, 


last night after it got the 
at 
10:55 p. m., and three 


morning., 


First Ballot 8 to 4. 


The first -ballot showed eight to 


four for conviction. 


The second showed seven to five 


for 
conviction, five 
favoring 
a 


suspended sentence. Three among 
Ihs seven at that time favored 
the death penalty. 


The third ballot, the first one 


of today, was 10 for three years 
in prison and two for five years. 


The fourth ballot was unchang- 


ed.

Brady, who has been with him 
through both trials and virtually 
continuously since Brady slew Miss 
Highsmith, went with him. 


Hughes and Monroe, defending 


attorneys, issued this statement; 


"We are not through yet. We 


will free him the next time." 
That 
indicated a plea for a 


new trial or an appeal to the high- 
er court. 


For the first time since Miss 


Highsmith was stabbed to death, 
Brady denied commission of the 
crime 
in his exclamation after 


the jury had reported. 


Could Be Allowed Bated.

murder without malice and assess 
his punishment at three

in prison." 
Two members of the jury told 


newspaper men that it "waa a 
hard case to decide and that we 
did what we thought waa right." 


Murder Created Sensation. 


The defendant was alleged 
to 


have stabbed the stenographer to 
death the night of Nov. 9 while 
thousands o't his former fellow stu- 
dents at the University of Texas 
were celebrating a homecoming. 


The slaying created a sensation 


in Austin where Brady had 
been 


respected as county attorney, as- 
sistant attorney general, attorney 
for the state banking department, 
lawyer and judge. 


Defense witnesses and attorneys 


in the first 
trial 
pictured 
the 


white-haired former jurist as 
a 


man who became insane through 
tho continued use of alcohol. They 
said liqucr had dulled his mind and 
had reduced him to a shell of his 
former self. 
State's 
attorneys 
ascribed the 


slaying 
to jealousy 
and offered 


witnesses who stated that Brady 
knew right from wrong when 
he 


killed 
his 
asserted 
inamorata. 


They said that Brady realized that 
he could not hold Miss Highsmith 
and that he was determined that 
no one else should- 
The v/oman 


was killed 
after she 
had been 


brought home bv another man. 


Alienists Not Called. 


Much of the testimony was 
in- 


troduced in the trial here. Alien- 
ists who testified in the first trial, 
however, were not called to 
the 


stand here. 
Mrs. Brady wag the 
defense's 


star witness. She related how her 
husband had changed during 'the 
last few years and of learning of 
an alleged Illicit affair 
between 


Brady and Miss Highsmith, whom 
she hcltied to obtain a position in 
the state capital.

Col.

and from Sherman to 


Austin last Friday and there was 
no telephone conversation between 
the Governor or the Adjutant Gen- 
eral and Hamer 
untH after the 


courthouse fire when Harner tele- 
phoned the Adjutant General from 
Howe, Texas, to tell him what 
had happened. It was stated yes- 
terday the court also had checked 
the telegraph records without find- 
ing such a message. 


The statement that such a mess- 


age had been received by Hamer 
was carried in a news story by 
the Associated Press after it had 
been reported in many places in 
Sherman, throughout the mob, and 
after the mob had attacked the 
courthouse in which four Texas j 
Rangers headed by Hamer were 
trying to guard the negro. 


Report Held Back. 


Mr. Johnston said that the As- 


sociated Press news story receiv-

been burned down and therefore 
could not possibly have had any 
influence on the mob's action. 


When the erroneous report that 


Gov.

Jud^e 
Carter said he placed a call but 
before he could complete it the 
courthouse was set afire and he 
did not talk to the governor. 


There was no record of the re- 


port in Sherman excepting in the

first newspaper man to report the 
message.

In a drugstore from a woman who 
reported her 
husband saw

message from Moody. He did not 
know the woman but was told 
she was the wife of a deputy 
sheriff. 
Martin said he telephoned 
the 


information to his office as mere- 
ly a rumor, Harmon C. Shelby, 
news editor of the Denison Herald, 
said he did not understand the 
report was merely a rumor and 
that he relayed 
the information 


to the Associated Press. The As- 
sociated Press then handled the 
matter as straight news from a 
previously entirely accurate source, 
the mob attack even then being 
at its height. 
The man alleged to have started 


the rumor is in jail at Sherman. 
The woman from whom Martin ob- 
tained his misinformation was not 
the wife of a deputy sheriff and 
said she got her information from 
a man other than her husband.

In favor of a return of the saloon, 
but was in favor of repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment." 


When Bishop Cannon took the 


chair he was greeted with applause 
that shook the church building, and 
which was not ended until more 
than half the delegates 
in 
the 


church has risen to their feet in 
tribute to him. 
Proceeding without 
thanks for 


the unprecedented demonstration, 
Cannon told the conference that he 
had ten thousand copies of the ad- 
dress of James E, Hugshon, frater- 
nal delegate from Canada, printed 
for distribution. The address was 
the same Hughson made before the 
prohibition 
inquiry committee in 


congress as a reply to the state- 
ment of another speaker 
from 


. Canada who liad upheld the Ca- 


nadian laws in regard 
to liquor 


control. 


Surrenders Chair. 


"Now," 
Cannon 
continued, " I 


wish to make a personal statement. 
because of 
certain 
conditions 


known to the conference, I wish 
to surrender the chair to my good 
friend and colleague, Bishop Beau- 
champ of Virginia." 


Another wave of applause fol- 


lowed, and immediately Bishop H. 
M. Dubose of Nashville demanded 
the floor.

WASHINGTON, May 16. 


The legislature of Texas could, if 
so disposed, transfer the balance of 
national political power from New 
England to the South, and obtain 
for the Southern states the politi- 
cal power, prestige and recognition 
which, under our party form of 
government, has been a peculiar 
prerogative of a group of small 
Northeastern 
states 
ever since 


establishment of the Union. 


This assertion was made today 


by Congressman John.N. Garner of 
Texas, minority leader, in a state- 
ment inserted in the congressional 
record. He pointed out that divis- 
ion of the vast dominion of Texas 
into five 
states' would 
increase 


Southern representation 
in 
the 


senate by 
eight 
members and 


would add eight electoral votes to 
the twenty the state now has. The 
statement said in part. 


Texas occupies the unique posi- 


tion of being the only state that 
can, merely by act of its legisla- 
ture, subdivide its area into any 
number not exceeding four addi- 
tional states. 
This 
privilege is 


granted in tho joint resolution of 
congress for annexation of Texas 
approved March 1, 1845, which pro- 
vides that: "New states of conven- 
ient size, not exceeding four in 
number, in addition to said state 
and having sufficient population, 
m a y 
h e r e a f t e r , 
b y c o n - 
sent of said state, be formed under 
the provisions of the federal con- 
stitution." 
This was approved by the Texas 


government and the state was ad- 
mitted t(» the Union, by joint reso- 
lution of congress, approved Dec. 
29, 1845. 


Must Have Internal Consent 


With reference to admission of 


new states, section 3 of article 4, 
of the constitution provides: "New 
states may be admitted by the con- 
gress into this union; but no new 
states shall be-formed or erected 
within the jurisdiction of any oth- 
er states; nor any state be formed 
by the junction of two or more 
states, or parts of states, without 
the consent of the legislatures of 
the states concerned as well as of 
congress." 


The concent of congress to divis- 


ion of the state was granted when 
the state was annexed, leaving the 
entire matter to the discretion of 
the state legislature. 


Texas, the largest state, has an 
area of 265,398 square miles, and 
is approximately 70 per cent larg- 
er than 'the 
nearest 
competitor, 


California, which has an area of 
158,297. If the state were divided 
equally into five states, each would 
have an area of 53,175 square miles, 
or approximately the same as Ark- 
ansas. Twenty-three of the states 
have areas less than 53,100 square 
miles. 
Texas would 
make 
220 


states the size of Rhode Island, 112 
the size of Delaware, 54 the size 
of Connecticut, 32 the size of New 
Jersey or Massachusetts, or nearly 
eix the size of New York. The area

Texas Banks Fifth 
With an estimated population of 


5,600,000 Texas ranks fifth among 
the state, being exceeded by New 
York, Pennsylvania, Illinois 
and 


Ohio. An equal division into five 
states would 
give each state a 


population of 1,200,000 and in this 
respect 
the 
Texas subdivisions 


would rank with such states as 
Maryland, Colorado, Florida, Ne- 
braska, Washington and West Vir- 
ginia, and would have far larger 
populations than Delaware, Idaho, 
Maine, Montana, New Hampshire, 
New Mexico, North and South Da- 
kota, Oregon, Rhode Island, Utah, 
Vermont or Wyoming. The popu- 
lation of five of the New England 
states—Maine, 
Vermont, 
New 


Hampshire, Connecticut and Rhpde 
Island—is 
approximately 4,000,000 


but Massachusetts, the sixth of the 
New England ' group, 
brings the 


total to 8,270.000. 


These figures show 
clearly the 


justification for division of Texas 
into five separate states. The five 
of the six states of the New Eng- 
land group, with less population 
and only a small fraction of the 
area of which Texas boasts, 
are 


represented by ten senators where- 
as Texas has only two. They also 
have a total of 25 electorial votes 
as compared with Texas' 20. 


Addition of four states 
w^uld 


give the senate a membership of 
104, instead of 96 which now com- 
prise that body. The present sen- 
ate is made up of 56 republicans, 
39 Democrats and one farmer-labor. 
Due to the fact there has been con- 
siderable defection in the republi- 
can ranks a coalition of democrats 
and progressive republicans has oc- 
casionally controlled 
and 
if the 


democrats 
had 
eight 
additional 


members the coalition would doubU 
less have retained control of all 
major legislation. 


Democrats Control Few 


Since the admission of New Mex- 


ico and Arizona in 1912 there have 
been nine congresses. 
In the sen- 


ate only three of these have been 
controlled by the democrats, but 
at last five of the nine would have 
been Under democratic control had 
Texas exercised her prerogative to 
organize

additional states.

Will 
the grocer who purveys a 


° package of raisins or keeps 
a carton of yeast cakes in 
his ice box run the risk of a 
raid? 


The answer is, Yes, if the 


supreme court continues toj 
apply logically, as it ha; in. 
this case, the implications of; 
Volsteadism and the inter- 
pretations required 
for its 


enforcement. 


But regardless of the legal 


soundness of the 
decision; 


and its effect upon law ob- 
servance there is a result of | 
transcedent 
importance —I 


namely, the effect upon pub- 
lic opinion.

, arty rational observer it must 
be obvious that the oppon- 
ents of Volsteadism are the 
ones who have reason to ex- 
ult.

Four different degrees of light, 
at last, are provided. For that 
dreaming and dozing mood by the 
fireplace, one or two tiny decora- 
tive lamps are prescribed; or, to 
focus dreaming on

picture 


above- the mantle, 
a concealed 


lamp. And nothing will so stimu- 
late the magic of the talk of 
friends as one or two lamps, care- 
fully 
balanced 
between 
warm 


glow and subdued shadow. 
For the large and more convivial 


gathering—especially 
for 
bridge, 


the central celling fixture Is "indi- 
cated," .as the doctor says. The un- 
popularity of center lights is giv- 
ing way before the recognition of 
their practicality and the charm 
of the new styles, especially -those 
with the unusual 
glass 
shades. 


Some of these have a colonial "air," 
but are not limited to rooms of 
that period.

Where there Is no wiring for a 


center fixture, the new reflecting 
floor lamps which throw all their 
light upward, are serving in the 
flexibility plan. 


Good lighting Isn't merely a mat- 
ter of good lamps. They must be 
of

right wattage,

exactly one week, to the hour, the 
mob riots in Sherman, 50 miles dis- 
tant, resulting in the burning of 
the Grayscn

courthouse 


and, 
with it, a negro accused of 


criminal attack upon a white wo- 
man. That city is still under mar- 
tial law. 
The crowd here yesterday made 


no attempt to molest other 
ne- 


groes, and no property was dam- 


aged. ' Officers anticipated no fur- 
ther trouble and did not seek out- 
side assistance. 


FoVtcnbcrry. who employed the 


negro on his farm, went to see the 
negro about a debt. 
He held a 


deputy sheriff's commission. 
The 


negro 
shot him three times, took 


his gun and fled, threatening Tom 
Hannard, Fortenberry's companion. 
Fortenberry was taken to a hospit- 
al, but died soon afterward. 


Johnson barricaded himself In a 


cabin. Ten officers surrounded it 
and kept up steady volleys until 
Johnson's gun was silent. 
Then 


the crowd made a rush on the cab- 
in. It found the negro lying on the 
floor, his body pierced by many 
bullets. The body was tied to 
n 


motor truck, dragged two miles to 


Honey Grove, and, after the truck 
had circled the business district a 
few times, it headed for ,the negro 
settlement. 


Halting 
in front 
of a negro 


church, the mob strung the body 
up by the legs to a tree, saturat- 
ed it with gasoline taken from au- 
tomobiles and sot fire to it. 
Sev- 


eral hours later a rain storm caus- 


ed tho crowd to disperse.

GENEVA — (/P)— European eco- 


motion, but it ia such slow motion 
that a decade may bo needed be- 
fore any appreciable progress in 
this arduous crusade is recorded. 


The tariff truce conference of the 


League of Nations was admittedly 
a, "fizzle" in so far as it sought a 
tariff truce, but it planted seeds 
which its sponsors hope will some 
day produce useful fruits in greater 
economic stability and world peace. 


Italy regarded it as of high im- 


portance that the League of Na- 
tions should establish closer co- 
operation between European states 
and overseas countries which are 
great producers of raw materials 
and foodstuffs. 
The Italian dele- 


gation urged that the league's eco- 
nomic committee undertake to de- 
termine how this might be brought 
about. 


"In particular," said the Italian 


proposal, "the 
committee 
should 


ascertain the component elements 
of the trad.o between Europe and 
the JVmericas and other overseas 
countries on which the concession 
of reciprocal advantages might be 
based." 


The spokesman of Premier Mus- 


solini asserted 
that the absence 


from the conference of the United 
States and other American govern- 
ments was one reason why Italy 
could not support the proposal for 
an immediate tariff holiday. 


The big need in Europe—'as seen 
at the league headquarters—was 
to get governments to subscribe to 
some economic scheme, even if it 
were as simple and conservative as 
the multiplication table. This they 
have done. 


"We have taken a first hesitat- 


ing step," said Count Moltke 
of 


Denmark, president of the confer- 
ence. "We have certainly done no 
more. Yet it may he that it is the 
first step which counts." 


The conference drafted two dip- 


lomatic instruments. The first was 
signed by eighteen of the thirty 
participating states, including Great 
Britain, France, German and Italy. 
It alms to create an atmosphere of 
confidence. 


Its signatories agree not to de- 


nounced before April 1, 1931, any 
e x i s t i n g 
bi-lateral commercial 


treaty. If found workable by a suf- 
ficient number of states it is re- 
newable for successive periods of 
six months. 


Countries like Great Britain and 


Holland, which have not consoli- 
dated their customs duties hy bi- 
litera! treaties, undertake not 
to 


proceed to increase their protec- 
tive duties nor to Impose new ones 
during the life of the convention. 


The second instrument, a pro- 


tocol for future negotiations, v.ts 
signed by 23 states. 
It provides 


that the league's economic staff 
shall send 
questionnaires to all 


member states with a view to pro- 
curing comprehensive data on eco- 
nomic conditions and needs.
